Santa Is Alerted for Space Junk 


CAPE KENNEDY, Flu. (AP)I 
—When Santa Claus makes his 
chimney to-chimney g o o d w ilil 
journey Thursday night he may 
find that space resembles a 
freeway at rush hour. 
He might be wise to equip his 
sleigh with control jets or retro­ 
rockets so he and his reindeer 
can maneuver thrugh the jam 
of 
fast-moving 
satellites 
and 
“ space junk” orbited by man. 
Tile latest count shows there 
are 297 man-made objects rac­ 
ing through space at altitudes 
from IOO miles to several mil­ 
lion miles. 
These are satellites, dead and 
alive; 
burned 
out 
rocket 
casings, and fragments of metal 


which have fallen off satellites; 
or rockets. They are 
widely 
scattered and Santa should have 
little trouble weaving around 
them. 
But he’d better have his radar 
on the alert for a cluster of 202 
small fragments which are or­ 
biting close together. They are 
the fallout from a U.S. Transit 
navigation s a t e l l i t e rocket 
which disintegrated in 1961. 
If Santa doesn’t want to be­ 
come a pincushion, he’d detour 
around the band of Project West 
Ford space needles. Tliese are 
400 
million 
hair-thin 
copper 
wires, called dipoles, launched 
in 1962 in a communications ex­ 
periment. They arc about 2,000 


miles up and form a continuous [ 
noilh-to-south belt around the 
earth about five miles wide and 
25 miles thick. 
The orbiting objects are what 
remain of more than 600 pieces 
of hardware — excluding the 
needles and Transit debris — 
shot into space by the United 
States and Soviet Union since 
Sputnik I was launched Oct. 4,; 
1957. 
Of the larger pieces still aloft, 
259 belong to the United States, 
38 to the U.S S R. 
Thirty of the American satel­ 
lites still are beeping signals — 
transmitting weather pictures, 
communications 
signals, 
mili­ 
tary information and a wealth 


of data on secrets of tile uni-1 
verse. 
The Russians don’t say how 
many of their satellites are op­ 
erating. They do say that their 
Zond-2 is beeping along toward 
Mars — as is the U.S. Mariner 
4. 
The figures reflect the greater 
number of successful American 
space shots. Since Hie space age 
began, the United States has 
orbited 236 earth satellites, six 
solar satellites and hit tile moon 
three times.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — 
New prisons for Ohio will be 
speeded by voter-approval of 
the administration’s $290 mil­ 
lion bond issue in the May pri­ 
mary, Mental Hygiene Director 
Martin A. Jams said today. 
He said plans already have 
been prepared for a new me­ 
dium security prison at Graf­ 
ton, near Lorain, and for con­ 
version of Mansfield Reforma­ 
tory into a maximum security 
institution. 
The program calls for elimin­ 
ation of outmoded Ohio Peniten­ 
tiary near downtown Columbus 
and construction of a new $18- 
million prison in southeastern 
Ohio. 
Jams estimated cost of the 
Grafton plant at $12 million. He 
said conversion of the Mansfield 
prison probably would cost less 
than $1 million. 
Although the state plans to 
proceed with its program re­ 
gardless of the bond issue out 
come, Janis said approval would 
cut years off construction time. 
He estimated that bond issue 
funds could get all three proj 
ects under way within two 
years. 
The special session of the Leg­ 
islature approved the bond is­ 
sue at Gov. James A. Rhodes’ 
request, subject to final voter 
determination at the polls. 
Janis pointed out that two 
maximum security prisons are 
needed for prisoners in over­ 
crowded Ohio Penitentiary. The 
minimum 
security prison 
at 
Grafton would be for first of­ 
fenders under age 30, he ex­ 
plained.

O 
NCE upon a time there was a young: man called Baldur, the Beautiful. He was the 
god of light, spring, peace and joy. His father was Odin, ruler of the world; his mother, 
Frigga, goddess of the sky. 
One morning Baldur told his mother he had dreamed of his death the night before. De­ 
termined to prevent this, Frigga traveled all over the world, making every living thing 
on earth, in the air, water and fire promise not to harm her son. But she did not ask the 
mistletoe, because it is a parasite and does not grow from any of the four elements. 
Learning of this, Loki, the lame god of evil and mischief, who was also jealous of Bal- 
dur, fashioned a dart from the mistletoe and placed it in the hands of the blind Hoder, 
god of night and darkness. Under Loki’s direction, Hoder aimed the mistletoe dart true and 
struck Baldur to the ground, dead. 
At once the sunlight faded Md the earth turned brown, mourning the young god. When 
everything on earth had wept for Baldur, he was returned from the dead, and his light shone 
again. Frigga’a tears were turned into pearly white mistletoe berries, as symbols of the 
love that is stronger than death. 
Overjoyed by her son’s return to life, Frigga kissed each person who passed beneath the 
mistletoe, saying that all who walked beneath it ever afterward would receive this same 
token of affection. But with each kiss, a berry must be picked from the mistletoe, and 
when all the berries are gone, the bough has lost its power.

Many Years Ago

“ A Merry Christmas and a 
Happy New Year to You” — the 
almost universal greeting of the 
season—dates back at least a 
century and appeared in print 
in 1843 on the very first Christ­ 
mas card. 
The famous missive, known to 
antiquarians as the Cole-Hors- 
ley — and a number of other 
memorabilia of the 
spirit of 
Christmases past, repose in the 
Hallmark Historical Collection 
in Kansas City, Mo., largest pri­ 
vate collection of its kind in the 
word. 
The Cole-Horsley is named for 
Sir Henry Cole and John Cal- 
cott Horsley. Sir Henry, director 
of the Victoria and Albert Muse­ 
um, commissioned Horsley,

noted London artist, to design 
what was to be later recognized 
as the first Christmas card. 
The card is divided into a trio 
of colored panels. The center, 
larger than the other two, por­ 
trays a family at Christmas din­ 
ner.

Much of our knowledge of the 
early days of greeting cards is

American problem in Viet Nam 
becomes 
more 
obvious 
the 
worse the situation gets. It’s 
more th aa just helping the peo­ 
ple fight the Communists; it’s 
trying to get them to be willing 
to fight. 
The American-supported war, 
despite the billions of dollars in 
military 
and 
economic 
help 
poured in there, is going down 
hill while the Communists, unit­ 
ed under a dedicated and single 
purpose, are getting stronger. 
The 
South 
Vietnamese 
through their own dissensions — 
there 
are 
Buddhist, 
Catholic, 
military, political and student 
factions — are doing as much to 
lose the fight as anything the 
Communists can do to them. 
Over the weekend came the

Prang, who would later be 
known as “ the father of the 
American Christmas card,” was 
a German refugee who had es­ 
tablished a successful business 
in Boston selling visiting cards, 
business advertisements and an­ 
nouncements both here and in 
England.

artists. The Currier and Ives

reproduced on cards until the 
20th century, however.

LBJ Tells U.S. Officials 
To Listen More to Allies 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi­ 
dent Johnson has ordered his 
political family to abstain from 
pressure, argue lcsks and listen 
more to this country's allies in 
an effort to forge unity in the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organiza­ 
tion. 
By putting his instructions in 
writing, the President has re­ 
stated what has been known for 
several weeks—that Washington 
is ready to modify, perhaps 
drastically, its thinking on the 
nuclear defense of the alliance. 
The instructions, in the form 
of a National Security Council 
memorandum, were sent to Sec­ 
retary of State Dean Rusk and 
Secretary of Defense Robert S. 
McN a rn a r a, 
authoritative 
sources reported 
today. 
They 
were drafted after the W alling­ 
ton visit of Britain’* Prime Min­ 
ister 
Harold 
Wilson, 
Rusk’s 
talks 
with 
French 
President 
Charles de Gaulle and NATO 
ministerial council meetings in 
Paris. 
The essence of the memoran­ 
dum is that there will be no nu­ 
clear defense plan acceptable to 
the President unless it is ac­ 
cepted by Britain and Germany, 
and thoroughly discussed with 
France. 
There was no condition of 
French acceptance, informants 
said, apparently meaning that 
the President entertains little 
hope for French cooperation in 
a joint venture.

The Early Bird will be placed 
in synchronous orbit — that is, 
“ standing” at 22,300 miles alti­ 
tude above a fixed spot in the 
Atlantic — with NASA providing 
the launch vehicle and services, 
telem etry and tracking data.

Of Christmas 


Some people enjoy a W h i t e 
Christmas, while some people go 
swimming or picnicking on Dec­ 
ember 25. Some people say its 
traditional to serve turkey at the 
holiday feast, while some people 
favor a Christmas goose, and 
still others contend that carp or 
fried eel is the very thing for a 
tasty Yuletide dish. 
Around the world, Christmas 
customs vary, but on one point 
nearly all are agreed. Its a sea­ 
son to celebrate. 
In the United 
States 
a n d 
Canada, the “ melting p o t ” ori­ 
gins of the population result in 
a medley of Christmas tradi­ 
tions from all over. Americans 
and Canadians from Central Eu- 
r o p e still prepare their tradi­ 
tional Yuletide foods with carp, 
w h i l e those from Italy might 
hanker for some Christmas cap- 
itoni, made from fried eels. 
Especially during a 
severe 
winter, residents of the North­ 
ern U. S. and Canada would be 
glad to change places, or at 
least c h a n g e weather, with 
those Australians, South Amcri 
cans and others who enjoy sum­ 
mer activities at Christmas. 
On the 
other hand, 
North 
Americans have made t h e i r 
owm contributions to Christmas 
around the world. For instance, 
there’s Santa, white - bearded 
and red - suited, who is now re­ 
placing St. Nicholas and other 
Yule gift givers in many coun­ 
tries. 


Several states, all over t h e 
United States, can boast of hav­ 
ing their very own little town of 
Bethlehem. 
In New England, for example, 
there’s a place named Bethle­ 
hem in New Hampshire, and an­ 
other in Connecticut. 
Moving across country, Beth­ 
lehem s are found in Pennsylvan­ 
ia, Maryland, Kentucky, Misis- 
sippi, 
Georgia, 
Indiana 
and 
Iow<a. 
People from nearby communi­ 
ties and neighboring states flock 
to Bethlehem, Conn., e v e r y 
Christmas to have their greeting 
card envelopes imprinted with a 
special seasonal message, then 
m a i l e d from the town p o s t 
office. 
Last year, due to the demand, 
there were ten different greeting 
designs available for Christmas 
card senders. 
Also contributing to the holiday 
atmosphere in Connecticut’s se­ 
mi-official Christmas town, is 
the creche constructed by nuns 
at a nearby Benedictine monas­ 
tery. 
In the creche, which emphasiz­ 
es the primitive simplicity of the 
Nativity, are life • sized figures 
of the Virgin and Joseph, dress­ 
ed in peasant garb, and a crib 
with the Christ Child, covered by 
a bright patchwork quilt. 
At Christmas, the nuns also 
make, and offer for sale, litur- 
gically-inspired tree ornaments. 
E a c h Christmas, Bethlehem, 
Pa., is the scene of an impres­ 
sive candlelight carol and com­ 
munion service. 
Celebrated, complete with or­ 
gan and orchestral music, in the 
Central Moravian Church, It has 
been a tradition since 1741, when 
Count Nicholas von Zinzendorf, 
holding a lighted candle, led his 
people into a cabin and named 
their settlement Bethlehem in 
honor of the Christ Child. 
Decorated trees also play an 
important part during Bethle­ 
hem’s nationally famous Christ­ 
mas festival on the Hill-to-Hill 
bridge connecting various parts 
of the city. 
Every Christmas since 1951, a 
60-foot star erected by townspeo­ 
ple has guided visitors to Beth­ 
lehem, Georgia. 
On Christmas night, a c a r o l 
service is held beneath the star. 


is enriched by one more memory 
of Christmas past. 
M e m o r i e s and traditions 
mount up to make the Christmas 
customs of today. Most s u c h 
customs began so long ago that 
their exact and accuraet ori­ 
gin is hidden in the mists of time 
and several theories may be put 
forward to explain why and how 
each custom developed. 
Happily, the wealth of legend 
and lore woven about Christmas 
is pleasing r a t h e r than confu 
sing. Especially at this season, 
a t o u c h of the magical and 
mystical is more to be welcom­ 
ed than a deluge of precise fact­ 
ual detail, and one of the special 
c h a r m s of Christmas cus­ 
toms is the hint of mystery sur­ 
rounding them. 
Candles, apples, colored pa­ 
pers — these were among th e 
early tree ornament 
Later, individual countries de­ 
veloped their own tree - decorat­ 
ing ideas. Straw windmills and 
birdcages appeared on Lithuan­ 
ian trees, while the Poles devis 
ed ornaments from feathers and 
ribbons. 
Tree decorations contributed 
by Scandinavian countries were 
as various as fish nets and min 
iature flags. 
The modern array of tree om 
aments is vast and imaginative 
but even so many families like to 
add their own personal, “old-fa 
shinned” touch to the tree, with 
decorations such as paper chains 
and strings of popcorn or cran­ 
berries. 
Martin Luther, the Reforma­ 
tion leader, is credited by some 
legend collectors with decor­ 
ating the first lighted Christmas 
tree. He lit candles and placed 
them on the boughs of an ever­ 
green — a c u s t o m that would 
be frowned on today, when fire 
safety is the rule in Christmas 
decorating. 
By lighting the candles and 
decking the tree, he hoped to 
show his f a m i l y some small 
reflection of the glory and in­ 


spiration of the heavens on the 
first Holy Nigh* 
Why a tree at Christmas? One 
e a r l y legend says that all the 
trees burst into bloom on the 
night Christ was born. 
Folk tales of ancient times tell 
of a huge tree in a forest, light­ 
ed with many c a n d l e s , some 
of which were straight and some 
bent. At the top was an Infant 
with a halo. 
The tree was meant to repre­ 
sent humanity, the candles, peo­ 
ple good and bad; and the In­ 
fant, the Baby Jesus. 
Another explanation links to­ 
day’s Christmas tree to ancient 
feasts of the winter equinox, 
when trees were adorned with 
trinkets. 
St. Boniface, an English mis­ 
sionary to Germany, is said to 
have told converts that the fir 
should be their holy tree, replac­ 
ing the oak, sacred in Druid tree 
worship, and thus beginning the 
custom of a decorated fir. 
Many are the legends, but one 
thing is c e r t a i n . Nowadays 
Christmas wouldn’t be Christmas 
without the tree.

“ Petrick was the greatest Eng­ 
lish teacher I have ever known,” 
said Principal E. J. Hauer. 
He was also an individual. Fa­ 
tally ill. he requested that no 
demonstrations of remorse be 
permitted when he died. 
But Hauer said the students 
wanted to do something in Pet- 
ricks memory, and so an an 
nouncement was made that con­ 
tributions of ice cream and soda 
money would be accepted to buy 
bonds for his daughter. Within 
an hour, Hauer said, $143 was 
collected. A total of $325 in bonds 
was purchased after the faculty 
had also contributed.

said women might do better as 
engineers if they didn’t have pri­ 
mary responsibility for reproduc­ 
tion of the species.

The traditional Yule log sur­ 
vives today more in art, s o n g 
and story than as an actual “ bla­ 
zing Yule.” After all, not every 
home has a fireplace nowadays, 
and even when a fireplace ex­ 
ists, its proportions are usually 
far from sufficient to accommo­ 
date the Yule logs of yesteryear. 
During ancient tim es in Eng­ 
land, however, it was a solemn 
f a m i l y ritual to select the 
log, dry it and burn it according 
to custom. Ix>gs from fruit-bear­ 
ing trees were preferred. 
The whole family went along 
to select the log, as this was 
thought to bring good luck for 
the coming year, and to frighten 
away any witches. 
If the log burned out quickly, 
or did not

m eant bad luck ahead. 
On Christm as morning, t h e 
children of the household beat 
upon the log and called for gifts 
to come forth. They were scold­ 
ed by their parents, sent outside 
and, after a time, called it to 
open the gifts, which had been 
set near the log.

According to the 
legend

small girl named Madelon. 
Madelon, the child of a shep­ 
herd, witnessed the bright star 
in the heavens and saw the Wise 
Men journeying to Bethlehem 
with 
presents 
for 
the Christ 
Child. 
Unhappy that 
she had 
no 
gifts to take 
to Bethlehem, 
Madelon sank to the ground and 
wept. Suddenly, an angel ap­ 
peared and asked the child why 
she was weeping. WTien Madelon 
responded that she wept because 
she had no g i f t for the Christ 
Child, the angel rem inded her 
that “ A gift of the heart is best 
of all.” T h e angel then disap­ 
peared and was replaced by a 
beautiful rose tree, bearing fair 
white blooms. 
Madelon gathered the b l o s- 
soms and hurried to the m anger 
at Bethlehem. She lay her gift 
before the m anger, and so the 
story goes, the white blossoms 
turned a most beautiful pink— 
the first Christm as roses. 


White House 
Guides Yule 
Traditions 


Many of the cherished tradi­ 
tions 
which 
m ake 
Christm as 
m errier in the United States 
had their start in the W h i t e 
House. 
George Washington, first pres­ 
ident of the U n i t e d States, 
surrounded himself with family 
and grandchildren at cheerful 
Christm as parties, and set t h e 
theme of a “ m erry Christm as” 
for his country. Washington also 
furthered the use of American 
holly as a decoration by growing 
the glossy - leaved tree on h i s 
estate at Mount Vernon. 
Andrew Jackson was fond of 
giving large, colorful parties for 
y o u n g and old on Christm as 
Day. Frozen ices, a novelty at 
that tim e, were s e r v e d , and 
there was a sm all frosted p i n e 
tree, surrounded by toys. 
Franklin P i e r c e introduced 
the modern Christm as tree to 
the White House in 1856. 
Benjamin Harrison, in 1889, 
told reporters he planned an 
“old fashioned Christm as” in- 
c I u d i n g a Christm as tree, for 
his family, and urged others to 
join him in observing the cus­ 
tom. 
Conservation - minded Theo­ 
dore Roosevelt once refused to 
allow a Christm as tree in t h e 
lVhite House. His son, Archie, 
smuggled one in, however, and 
the President finally relented. 
F irst lighting of the National 
Community Christmas Tree at 
the White House was observed 
in 1923, when Calvin Coolidge 
was President.

ECAUSE all Palestine feared evil King Herod, no one dared feed or shelter the Holy 
Family aa they journeyed to Egypt, hungry, homeless outcasts in a land chilled by 
winter’s frost. 
One night, Mary, Joseph and the Infant Jesus came upon a band of gypsies and begged 
them for a little food and a bed by the fire. The gypsy king bid them welcome, saying, “It 
is a sin to turn the poor and friendless from the fire. This is the Child of Bethlehem and 
what means Herod’s wrath to m e?” 
After all, except the Infant, had fallen asleep, a nightingale called to Him, "Little Child 
of Bethlehem, I will sing Thy cradle song this night.” And he sang, filling the air with 
silver music. 
Then a tree called out, “Though winter has stolen my leaves, I will shelter Thee.” And 
the tree formed its branches into a roof and wall, and the Child was soon asleep. 
Nearby, a little brown bird watched sparks from the fire fly nearer and nearer the 
sleeping Child. “I will protect Him,” he said, and flew about catching all the sparks on his 
own breast, until it was red and burned. 
God was pleased and next morning He blessed them. He gave the nightingale the sweet­ 
est voice in the world; He made the leafless tree green all year round: and to the little 
brown bird He gave a red breast, so all the world would never forget their gifts to the 
ChUd of Bethlehem. 
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Santa Romantic Legend Claims 
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Santa Claus, envisioned today 
as a jolly, cheerful man with an 
affinity for children, was a rom ­ 
anticist, too, according to leg­ 
end. 
The first Santa C l a u s , St. Nich 
olas, started the custom of hang­ 
ing stockings by the chimney 
when his romantic heart was 
touched, and he gifted a bank­ 
rupt merchant's three marriage­ 
able daughters 
with gold 
for 
their dowries. 
Desiring anonymity, he tossed 
the three bags of gold through 
the w i n d o w, or, as some tell 
it, down the chimney. One of the 


bags landed in a stocking which 
had been hung up to dry on the 
mantelpiece. 
Hanging up stockings thus be­ 
came part of the holiday ritual.

Dolls Have Filled 
Christmas Role 
For Many Years 


On Christm as morning, little 
girls throughout the land will 
lovingly cuddle new dolls and 
declare to one and all how won­ 
derful a gift they have received. 
At the sam e time, beautiful cre­ 
che dolls will be displayed in 
churches and homes as part of 
the Christm as setting. 
This dual role — as toy and as 
religious symbol — is a function 
that dolls have filled for centur­ 
ies, according to Encyclopedia 
Americana. And it is generally 
beieved that the first use of 
dolls was religious, rather than 
for entertainm ent. 
Historians report the doll or­ 
iginally was used as a represen- 


dcceased company in another1 
world. T o d a y , in addition to 
the creche dolls of Christendom, 
d o l l s hold a religious im port­ 
ance in the Orient, where annu­ 
al doll festivals are held to cele­ 
brate the birthday of Buddha. 
As toys, dolls have existed for 
centuries. The earliest toy dolls 
known were discovered in the 
Near E ast and Greece. These 
prim itive dolls were 
made of 
clay, stone or bone. 
Typical was the legless pad­ 
dle doll of ancient Egypt which 
was m ade from a single, f l a t 
piece of pottery or wood. 
Although dolls today may be 
extrem ely complex 
and filled 
talion of human figures in r o l i q > ith electrical gadgets, dolls of 
i o n s sanctuaries. The w o r d the 
»«* l 8,h centuries fee- 
quently were even more elabor- 
The w o r d 
“ doll” itself, in fact, is derived 
from the Greek word “ ediolon,” 
m eaning “ idol.” 
Arclaeologists have unearth­ 
ed dolls in the ruins of tombs 
thousands of years old. And their 
presence in the tombs is assum ­ 
ed by some historian to mean 
the objects were included as id­ 
ols. 
Among some ancient societies, 
dolls were thought to possess 
m ystical powers. Many prim i­ 
tive tribes included such figures 
in burials as a spirit to keep the 


ate. 
They becam e so elaborate, in 
f a c t , that t h e y were sent to 
court, and in tim es of war spe­ 
cial dispensations were m ade to 
assure their safe transport to a 
peaceful refuge, like works of 
art.

4. Don’t use trees and other 
Christm as 
decorations without 
being flamed-proofed. 
5. Don’t leave for Christmas 
parties without giving proper 
written instructions to the baby 
sitter regarding ways to g e t 


6. Don’t forget 
to 
buy only 
electrical decorations that are 
U. L. approved, for this means 
they are safe. 
7. Don’t use an improvised lad­ 
der for trim m ing tree. Instead 
use a sturdy one and climb no 
further than two steps from top. 
8. D on't leave the house with­ 
out turning off tree lights. 
9. Don’t forget to spread salt 
on slick steps and porch before 
holiday guests arrive. 
10. Don’t place extension cords 
if used, w h e r e any one can 
trip over them. 
11. Don’t mix drinking and 
driving. If alcoholic beverages 
are served at holiday parties, se­ 
lect a non-drinker to drive home, 
or call a cab. 
“Let us use Christm as as a 
starting point for home safety 
for the coming year,” Dr. Moore 
added.

•HPHE FIRST St. Nicholas was a real person, a bishop in Asia Minor in the 4th century. 
* 
He was generous, hind, and very popular for his ability to perform miracles. In his 
youth he had learned, by going among his people, how many of them were poverty-stricken. 
Because he was a good man, he often disguised himself and gave presents to the children 
of the poor. Thus, he became known as the patron saint of children. 
Among his people lived an impoverished nobleman with three daughters and no money 
for dowries. He was about to sell his daughters into slavery, for in those days, a daughter 
without a dowry had little chance for marriage. 
St. Nicholas decided to remedy this, for the father was a good man, and his daughters 
were kind, gentle, and very pretty. When the oldest daughter was of marriageable age, he 
went secretly to their home and threw a bag of gold in the window. Not long afterward, 
the girl married well; and at the proper time for the second daughter to marry, St. Nicholas 
repeated his good deed. 
But when the third daughter was grown, the father decided to keep watch and discover 
who their benefactor was. To keep his identity secret, St. Nicholas was forced to climb to 
the roof and drop the bag of gold down the chimney, where it fell into a stocking which had 
been hung up to dry. 
And so it is that children still hang their stockings on Christmas Eve, and next morning 
find—-tucked into the toe—an orange or tangerine representing St. Nicholas’ bag of gold.

Traditional Yule Recipes 


Featured by Plum Pudding 


Largest Church 
St. Peter’s, in Rome, is t h e 
largest church in Christendom 
and is built over the tomb of the 
Apostle Peter. At Christmas, in 
the year 1950, Pope Pius XII an­ 
nounced that excavators had 
found Peter’s tomb a s i m p l e 
grave buried beneath the debris 
of altars and other shrines plac­ 
ed over it since his martyrdom 
about A D. 67. 


For centuries, plum pudding 
has provided a flaming finale to 
the traditional Christmas feast 
Early in the 18th century, 
English cooks used the following 
quaintly worded recipe in mak­ 
ing their holiday dessert: 
“Take a quarter of a Peck of 
Flower and dry it, three Pounds 
of Currants, wash'd and picked 
clean, set them before a Fire 
to dry, half a Pound of Raisins 
of the Sun, wash’d and stoned 
and shred small, half a Pound 
of blanch’d Almonds, beat very 
fine with Rose-Water, a Pound 
of Butter melted with a Pint of 
Cream, but not put in hot, a 
Pint of Ale-Yeast, a Penny-worth 
of Saffron steep'd in a P i n t 
of Sack, ten or twelve eggs, but 
half the Whiles of them, a quar­ 
ter of an ounce of Cloves and 
Mace, one large Nutmeg grat­ 
ed, a few Carraway-Seeds, Cit­ 
ron, Candied Orange and Lemon 
Peel slic’d; you must make it 
thin, or there must be more But­ 
ter and Cream; You may per­ 
fume it with Amber-greece ty’d 
in a Muslin Bag, and steep’d in 
the Sack All Night. 
“If you 
ice it, 
take half 
Pound of Double-refin’d Sugar 
sifted; then put some of the Su­ 
gar, and beat it up with the 
White of an Egg, and beat it 
with a Whish, and a little Orange 
flower-water, but do not over- 
; wet it, then throw in all Sugar 
by Degrees, then beat it all near 
an Hour; the Cake will take so 
long a baking; then draw it, and 
waft it over with a Brush, and 
put it in again for half a quarter 
of an Hour.” 
* 
A 19th century recipe for plum 


pudding suggests that just be 
fore serving, the holiday hostess 
turn it out of the bowl and put 
on top of it a few squares of 
cut sugar. Then she should pour 
on a little brandy, set it afire 
and proudly present it to her 
guests. 
The author of this same Vic­ 
torian recipe cautiously urges 
that “only a little be given to 
the young people, as it might af­ 
fect them.” 
Today, plum pudding, from 
Mother’s modern kitchen or the 
neighborhood bakery, still re­ 
tains its position among the tra­ 
ditional Christmas time treats. 


Study Shows 


Marked Gain 


For Typists 


MIDDLETOWN, Ohio (AP) — 
At the end of a one-year study 
on the use of portable type­ 
writers by half the city’s sev­ 
enth graders, Dr. Robert K. 
Johnson, director of research for 
the Middletown City School Dis­ 
trict, says typewriter users dem­ 
onstrated gains in reading vo­ 
cabulary 
a n d comprehension, 
mechanics of English, spelling 
and arithmetic. 
Pupils who 
received 
type­ 
writers were matched with pup­ 
ils of similar achievement who 
did not receive typewriters and 
served as a control group. 
Johnson 
u s e d 
results 
of 
achievement tests and 
mental 
maturity tests taken by a l l 
seventh graders to select the 
matched groups. They w e r e 
chosen on the 
basis 
of 
IQ, 
achievement test scores, sex and 
age. 
The pupils took more stand­ 
ardized tests at the end of the 
year. 
The study was conducted und­ 
er a grant from the Royal Mc 
Bee Corporation.

“T h i s loss of life is all t h e 
more tragic when we stop to re ­ 
alize that three - fourths of all 
fires are due to carelessness 
and should never have happen­ 
ed.” 
Mr. Vincent urged that special 
care be given the Christmas tree 
which, 
when dry, can burst 
quickly into f l a m e s if brush­ 
ed by a spark. He also urged 
care in the kitchen, and recom­ 
mended that the use of lighted 
candles as decorations be avoid­ 
ed. 


“After dinner to the Duke’s 
House, and there saw ‘Twelfth 
Night’ acted well, though it be 
but a silly play and not related 
at all to the name.” 
So wrote the English diarist, 
Samuel Pepys, in recording the 
events of January 6,1663. 
Later critics have t a k e n a 
more enthusiastic view of W i 1- 
liam Shakespeare’s “T w e l f t h 
Night” than did Mr. Pepys, but 
they have to agree that the com­ 
ic g a m b o l bears no relation­ 
ship to its title. Apparently, the 
play was so named because it 
had been written to be perform­ 
ed on Twelfth Night. 
Had Shakespeare chosen to do 
it, he had ample materials at 


hand to create a play that w a s 
really about “Twelfth Night.” 
Epiphany, the Twelfth Night of 
Christmas, 
traditionally 
the 
night when the Magi brought 
gifts to the Christ Child, w a s a 
most important f e s t i v a l in 
Shakespeare’s time, and m a n y 
customs surrounded it. 
Characters ready for Shake­ 
speare’s pen were such t r a d i- 
tional folk as “Patrick O’Tater” , 
“Lady Bluestocking” , “ Captain 
Blunderbuss” , and others. At 
Twelfth Night frolics, the young 
people, especially, dressed them 
selves in costumes to suggest 
these characters. 
Shakespeare, however, prefer­ 
red to write of Sir Toby Belch, 


Malvolio, Olivia and others, and 
critics can only speculate upon 
what m i g h t have been if ha 
had taken “Twelfth Night” for 
his theme as well as his title. 


For the Birds 
You don’t need an elaborate 
feeder to share Christmas with 
the birds. You can trim an out­ 
door tree and decorate it with 
such things as pine c o n e s dip­ 
ped in suet, popcorn, bits of ap­ 
ple and grated carrot, even pie 
crust. Blue jays, woodpeckers, 
nuthatches, chicadies, 
warbl­ 
ers and brown creepers are 
“ meat” eaters. Cardinals, jun­ 
cos, sparrows and finches like 
vegetable seeds. 


In Germany 
The celebration of a W e s t 
German Christmas is filled with 
tradition, foremost of which is 
the Christmas tree, dating back 
400 years. Until recently, trees 
were trimmed with candles, and 
although artificial lighting for 
tree ornaments has been intro­ 
duced, the candles are still p r e- 
ferred by many. 


In Holland 
Dasher, Dancer, Prancer and 
Rudolph would cause no excite­ 
ment in the Netherlands, where 
children believe that a h o r s e 
pulls St. Nicholas’ sleigh. 
The great horse is named Slei- 
pner, and the Dutch children fill 
their wooden shoes with hay for 
him. This gives him energy to 
get St. Nick to every house. 


Tallest Tree 
Tallest Christmas tree? In the 
U.S. the title probably goes to 
the Indianapolis, Ind., “tree” — 
the Soldiers and Sailors Monu­ 
ment. At Christmas, the 246-foot 
structure is decorated with elec­ 
tric candles and stars.

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Original Carols 
Were Presented 
In Dance Form 


The first Christmas c a r o l s 
were danced to, according to En­ 
cyclopedia International. Carol­ 
ers took hands and formed a 
ring, s i n g i n g as they went 
round. 
Oldest of all c a r o I s, it has 
been said, was that sung by the 
heavenly host when the birth of 
the Saviour was announced to 
the shepherds on the plains of 
Bethlehem. Probably, the prac­ 
tice of singing carols at Christ­ 
m as arose in im itation of this, 
as the m ajority of carols declar­ 
ed the good tidings of great joy, 
and the title of Noel, nowell or 
novelle, applied to carols, would 
seem to bear out this idea. 
“ Nowell” or “Noel” m eans 
birthday news or a “ shout of 
joy” for the birth of Christ. 
The earliest carols were songs 
of the Nativity, the Inc arna 
tion and the Annunciation. Lat 
er, o n e s on shepherd themes 
and the Epiphany were compos­ 
ed, and t h e r e were also many 
of folk origin on the festivities of 
the Christmas season. 
These latter included s u c h 
songs as “ The Holly and The 
Ivy” . Many of the surviving old 
c a r o l s were originally p art of 
the medieval m ysteries and mi­ 
racle plays. 
Christm as carols first w e r e 
written in scholar s Latin. T h e 
Blessed Jacopone of Todi, of the 
Franciscan order, led the way to 
a w i d e r enjoyment and appre­ 
ciation of j o y o u s Christmas 
songs by writing musical po­ 
em s in the language of the com­ 
mon people. 
The saint, who lived f r o m 
about 1230 to 1306 A.D., had a 
good precedent for his interest in 
carols in St. Francis himself. To 
St. Francis is traced the crea­ 
tion of the first creche or m an­ 
ger s c e n e , in 1223 A D. Vil­ 
lagers gathered a r o u n d the 
scene and sang hymns to the 
Christ Child. 
“ The Boar’s Head C a r o I” , 
appeared in the first collection 
of E n g l i s h carols, printed in 
1521, and is still sung on Christ­ 
m as Day at Queens College, Ox­ 
ford. 
Other colleges of Oxford had 
their own versions of the same 
song. “ The boar i s dead 
lo, 
here is his head,” rem arked the 
carol sung at St. John’s w h i l e 
“ The boar’s head in hand I bring 
With g a r l a n d s gay and birds 
singing” was the version heard 
at Radio!. 
E v e n in early t i m e s , the 
“ boar” romantically referred to 
as traditional at the feast w a s 
probably a pig. The wild boar 
is believed to have been extinct 
in Britain early in the 12th cen­ 
tury. 
“ Good King Wenceslas looked 
out on the feast of Stephen.” 
This fam iliar carol commem­ 
orates two famous men. One is 
King W enceslas, who ruled in 
B o h e m i a in the loth century 
A.D. He was noted for his gener­ 
osity to the poor, and practiced 
this 
generosity on 
Christmas 
and on St. Stephen’s Day, De­ 
cem ber 26 
St. Stephen was the f i r s t 
Christan m artyr, noted in leg­ 
end as a follower of Christ who, 
at the tim e of the Nativity, had 
been in the service of King H er­ 
od. When he was perm itted to 
see the Star, he left Herod to 
serve the Child. 


Today the “ feast of Stephen” 
is rem em bered prim arily be­ 
cause of the carol, “ Good King 
enceslas” . H i s day is n o w 
more commonly observed, espe­ 
cially in England and Canada, 
as Boxing Day, when presents 
are given to servants and others 
who have r e n d e r e d services 
throughout the year. 
Shepherds are fam iliar figur­ 
es in Christm as stories and car­ 
ols, such as “ While Shepherds 
W a t c h e d Their Flocks by 
Night.” 
More novel, but equally estab­ 
lished in tradition, is the story of 
the shepherdess who visited the 
stable on the first Christmas 
night. 
“ D’ou viens-tu, bergere?” (or 
“ Whence Come You, Shepherd 
M aiden?” ) was brought to Can­ 
ada in the 17th century, by ear­ 
ly F r e n c h Settlers. 
In the 
c a r o l , a questioner asks t h e 
shepherdess where she has been 
and what she has seen, and she 
in turn describes the m anger 
scene.

I 
T HAD BEEN a bad winter so far, Father Josef Mohr reflected as he trudged home 
just before Christmas in 1818. The snows had been heavy and his small village of 
Obendorf had been shut off from the rest of the world almost since wanter began. 
Christmas Eve was tomorrow night and there would be no music. Just this afternoon, 
Franz Gruber, the organist, had told him that mice had eaten away the leather organ 
bellows and. because of the snow, it was impossible for a man to get there to repair the 
damage in time for the services. 
Then, while he was preparing his sermon, he was asked to go out and bless the newborn 
babe of a peasant mother. Perhaps seeing the child in her arms reminded the priest of the 
Virgin Mary and the Holy Babe. All about him, as he walked, was the beauty and majestic 
stillness of the wintry night. And his thoughts turned to the first Christmas when angels 
sang to wondering shepherds. 
Home again, he swiftly put his feelings into w’ords and hurried to see if Franz could 
compose a melody, one simple enough for Father Mohr to play on his Italian guitar. 
An hour, or so, later the music was finished, and the next night their composition, “Song 
from Heaven,” was introduced to the world. When the organ builder came to repair the 
organ, Franz Gruber played the new song for him. The organ builder took it back to 
Zillertal with him and played it for the king. Eventually all of Europe heard and sang it. 
And that’s how “Silent Night,” one of our most beautiful Christmas carols, became 
known to the world.

built to withstand nuclear blasts. 
The system was developed by 
Sylvania as part of the Nike-X 
program , the W estern world’s 
only antim issile missile system 
in advanced development.

duction of gas during the sew­ 
age digestion process. 
University of Illinois special­ 
ists say detergents are toxic to 
the bacteria. Fat - based deter­ 
gents readily 
break 
down 
in 
closed sewage systems. Earlier 
studies indicate the presence of 
air. such as in streams 
or 
in 
aerated sewage 
systems, 
fat- 
based 
detergents 
were 
more 
readily digested than alkyl, ben­ 
zine, sulphonate detergents 
or 
ABS. 
Sewage 
organisms 
must be 
able to digest waste materials in 
the absence of air because sep­ 
tic tanks and cesspool are un­ 
aerated.

“When the 
time had fully come,” wrote 
Paul, “God sent forth His son, 
born of woman. . . ” The riches 
of the quiet wellspring of infinity 
were p o u r e d into the shrill 
and finite 
episode 
of mortal 
man. 
Aptly, silence clothed the pro­ 
cess from the start. The wise 
men of the East did not divulge 


w h a t they had found and trav­ 
eled h o rn e a secret r o u t e to 
guard their hallowed informa­ 
tion. 
Twice again, t h e woodsman 
Joseph realized his duty in t h e 
silent murmurings of sleep — 
warning him to flee to Egypt to 
protect the child from Herod’s 
sword in Bethlehem, and later, 
indicating the return to Nazar­ 
eth. 
From His childhood to the age 
of 30, Jesus’s years were wTrap- 
ped in utmost silence. Nothing is 
disclosed of them. “His mother 
kept 
all 
these 
things 
in her 
heart.” 
Later, in His ministry, He oft­ 
en slipped away in solitude for 
reinforcement. In the golden orb 
of silence, He drew strength and 
peace, the elements enfolding 
His nativity on earth. 
The racket of the world, the 
ringing, r o a r i n g , growling, 
pounding din of engines, instru­ 
ments and tongues may deafen 
conscience to the gracious woo­ 
ing of that silent sphere, but it 
endures. And falls upon the tran­ 
quil ear. 
Be still to hear, he said to 
man, and “ I will come to him.”

No holly hung when Christ was 
born: no bells rang out; no tin­ 
sel-decorated evergreens adorn­ 
ed his advent, only cobwebs, 
barren 
rock, 
manure, a curt 
“unwelcome” at the inn. 
“God chose what is foolish in 
the world to shame the wise,”

He 
entered and shared man’s every 
adversity, every despair and tor­ 
ment, from the hard cradle to 
the rugged cross. 
“Come to me, all who labor 
and are heavy-laden, and I will 
give you rest. Take My yoke 
upon you, and learn. . . For My

light. 
From the difficult beginning in 
the stable, the whole affair car­ 
ries a mysterious revelation, de ! 
daring that somehow in rejec-1

amid

was sovereignty, that greatness 
and cdhquest lay in hearing the 
worst. 
“ . . . many that are first will 
be last, and the last first,” He 
said. “. . . whoever would be

slave of all.” 
It was as if God had promised 
the noblest grace to those who 
sink to true humility, to learn 
and partake of the tragedy and 
pathos He Himself experienced 
as a result of men’s scorn and 
neglect.

Christmas Season Displays Require Detailed Planning 
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When New York's Fifth Aven- f 
ue department s t o r e s unveil 
their bedecked windows t h is 
Christmas — be they exotic, so­ 
phisticated. or nostalgic — the 
displays will be the results of 
months of advance preparation 
in design, research, construction 
—and often innovation. 
What is being set up behind 
the curtains in store windows is 
also top secret until the Decem­ 
ber Day the glory is revealed, 
for each store jealously guards 
its Christmas plans. 
A floor below the sidewalk 
where Christmas shoppers w i l l 
later swarm is the domain of 
Paul Vogler, window display di­ 
rector of Lord 
and Taylor’s. 


Here he and his staff of 14 have| 
been hard at w o r k on Christ-1 
mas windows since spring. 
“Sometimes I have an idea for 
the next Christmas just w h e n 
we’re finishing this Christmas’ 
windows. It’s hard to tell where 
ideas come from. You can get 
them just w a l k i n g down t h e 
street, or anywhere.” 
A f t e r sketches have b e e n 
made, specific orders go to t h e 
specialized manufacturers w h o 
design complex mechanical dis­ 
plays. When they are completed, 
| the staff goes to work on pains- 
| taking detail such as stapling 
j soutache braid on pieces of card 
j board, sculpturing mannequins, 
figuring out ways to give t h e

Fred Newcombe, secretary of 
the Western Stock Growers’ As­ 
sociation, complained that: “ It’s 
getting like the old bootlegging 
days” when a rustler was treat­ 
ed so leniently when caught that 
it paid him to continue rustling. 
In one recent rustling case, 
Newcombe said, a rustler was 
fined $125 — and allowed to keep 
$200 worth of stolen beef in his 
deep freeze. 
“You’re 
getting 
money for 
nothing, or almost nothing, so 
you pay your fine, charge it 
against expenses, and go on. 
He complained that a cattle­ 
man had no way of “ locking his 
doors” to keep his property in­ 
tact. “Transportation is so rapid 
now that the rustler can be miles 
away before the theft is discov­ 
ered.” 
Generally, he said, cattle own­ 
ers think the punishment of rus­ 
tlers went out with spanking 
children.

JOHANNESBURG, South Af­ 
rica (AP) — African buffaloes 
don’t like trains. 
Train crews freighting iron ore j 
down through the Kruger Nation 
a1 game reserve from a mine at 
Phalaborwa are worried by buf­ 
falo herds blocking the line. 
Rounding a bend in the game re­ 
serve in the early hours of a 
dark morning recently an ore- 
laden train ran into a herd of 
about 400 buffalo. 
Two buffaloes were killed out­ 
right, with a third trapped under 
the cowcatcher. Part 
of 
the 
train was derailed during efforts 
to clear the line. 
A few days earlier a train had 
struck and killed six of the ani­ 
mals. 
Buffaloes and trains have nev 
er got on well together, and the 
Phalaborwa train crews now 
fear an o r g a n i z e d ambush. 
They report that both times: 
“The herd did not move off, but 


stood their ground, took up a 
threatening attitude and bellow­ 
ed. 
The African buffalo is known 
to big game hunters as proba­ 
bly the fiercest animal in the 
continent. When 400 buffalo take 
up a threatening attitude and 


bellow, you dont Just stand 
around. 
So the train crews don’t know 
whether to go slower, with l a s s 
chance of antagonizing the buf­ 
falo further, or to put on speed 
and get out of buffalo country es 
fast as they can.

But when holiday quiet de­ 
scends on the

of the 
Gettells' Christmas is 
soon underway, and nostalgia1 
quickly vanishes in the sports 
man’s zeal . . . the president is 
off to Key West, Florida, on his 
annual deep sea fishing trip. 
“ It’s the only real holiday I 
take all year.’’ Mr. Gettell ex­ 
plains. “ And it’s absolutely sa­ 
cred,” he adds, smiling.
